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Speakers Bring Vital Mes¬ 
sages to Interested 
Audience 

The P.T.A. meeting Wednesday 
at 8 p. m. was called to order 
by the new president, Mrs. Wm. 
H. Butts in the Kindergarten 
room, with over 50 in attendance. 

The main address of the even¬ 
ing was given by Wm. Brown, 

' principal of the Woodrow Wilson 
.Junior high school, Pasadena, to 
which approximately 150 Sierra 
Madre children go. Mr. Brown 
wishes the cooperation of the 
parents and teachers to encour¬ 
age "C” students to greater ef¬ 
forts, thus raising their academic 
! achievement, enabling them later 
; to become leaders in their com- 
i inunities. 

; Lee Shippey, author of the fea- 
: ture “Leeslde of L. A.” for the 
' Times, gave an entertaining as 
well as philosophical talk on the 
parental responsibility of setting 
‘ a good example. He stated we 
underestimate our children's in¬ 
telligence in studying the parent’s 
actions, which later reflect in the 
. "kids” themselves. Children can 
do anything and next to honesty, 
they need courage, so we, as par¬ 
ents, must conquer ourselves first 
to stimulate their efforts. 

Mi.ss Elizabeth Steinberger, in 
her greeting to the P.T.A. said 
if parents would visit the school 
they would have a better school, 
with better cooperation between 
school and home, with the result 
of less criticism. 

Mrs. Barker, the public health 
nurse, asked parents to cooperate 
in keeping children home from 
school who have any possibility 
of communicable disease. A first 
aid class for teachers is being 
formed and Mrs. Barker is de¬ 
sirous that all teachers avail 
themselves of the course. The 
free clinic .should be patronized, 
and all children from so-called 
tubercular homes should be ex¬ 
amined. 

Mrs. Butts, in stating some of 
the year’s aims of the P.T.A., 
suggested some thought be given 
to a playground with apparatus 
and wading pool, either in the 
city park or other central place; 
that a school orchestra be start¬ 
ed and all persons who have 
musical Instruments not in use 
to permit the school to use them. 
Mrs. Butts is desirous of starting 
a parent study club if enough 
parents are Intere.sted. All chil¬ 
dren are creative, she stated, and 
the parent should learn some of 
the psychology which the teacher 
already knows.

Roman will 
bepn a series of lectures and dis¬ 
cussions under the auspices of 
the Sierra Madre Woman's Club 
Forum. These will be continued

Thrills aplenty marked the 
finals in the men’s .singles of the 
.Sierra Madre tennis tournament 
which were played last Sunday 
afternoon before what was prob¬ 
ably the largest crowd that ever 
witnessed a net contest in this 
city. 

The match was between Emil 
Smith and Louis Fuller, both of 
whom demonstrated the highest 
quality of sportsmanship and a 
familiarity with the tennis rac¬ 
quet that surprised all present. 

It is doubtful if the Pacific- 
Southwest tournament which is 
being played t)lT at Los Angeles 
all this week would offer a more 
entertaining exhibition to local 
tennis fans. 

Mr. Fuller took the first set, 
6-4. Mr. Smith retaliated by 
winning the second set with a 
duplicate score, and then went 
still further by taking the third 
set, 6-3, Fuller came back 
.strong in the fourth struggle and 
won, 6-2, in spite of the fact 
that he appeared to be suffering 
considerable pain in his left 
ankle. 

Fuller refused to postpone the 
match as Emile so generously 
offered to do, although he was

✓.1 account of severe eramps go¬ 
ing from his ankle into the calf 
of his leg and then down to his 
toes. 

Fuller was playing a strong 
offensive game and Emile con¬ 
sistently returned his hard drives, 
many of which would seem to oe 
perfectly .safe hits.

Street Work 

Court Decision Will Allow 
Action on Delayed 
Project 

Council Is Occupied With 
Numerous Minor 
Details 

The city council having receiv¬ 
ed interlocutory judgment of the 
Superior Court in the matter of 
opening and widening a section 
of We.st Montecito Avenue, City 
Engineer Earl J. Lynde was or¬ 
dered at Wednesday night’s meet¬ 
ing to prepare the necessary dia¬ 
gram of the improvements and 
property in the assessment dis¬ 
trict. A total of slightly over 
$8000 e.xpense has been incurred 
so far in acquisition costs, attor¬ 
neys’ and engineers’ fees. 

yyn effort will be made to push 
work as rapidly as possible on 
this Montecito project, which was 
started in June and July, 1926. 

The street department was or¬ 
dered to proceed with the work 
of lowering the roadbed on Wood¬ 
land Drive, as requested by abut¬ 
ting property owners, and to 
take precautions to prevent the 
depositing of rocks and silt which 
are constantly building this road¬ 
bed higher than the property 
adjoining. 

Mr. Nash and fourteen other 
property owners petitioned for 
the planting of jacaranda trees 
on Vista Circle and other streets, 
but the proposition was thought 
inopportune now due to the con¬ 
templated street improvements in 
Canyon Park. The matter was 
referred to the planning commis¬ 
sion, however. 

Final bills by O. A. Gierlich, | 
former city engineer, were pre- 
-sented and were referred to the 
street and water committee for 
checking and report. They total¬ 
ed approximately $135. 

A representative of the Byron- 
Jackson Pump Co. appeared be¬ 
fore the Council in regard to the 
booster pump which was deliver¬ 
ed to the city several weeks ago 
without waiting for a formal con¬ 
tract. The matter was referred 
to the water committee acting 
with the city engineer and city 
attorney. 

The council approved the elec¬ 
tion of Guy F. Scott, city police 
officer, to fill the vacancy in the 
fire department caused by the 
resignation of J. W. Wilkerson. 
who is employed in Los Angeles. 

The finance committee was giv¬ 
en power to act upon the recom¬ 
mendation pf Chief McMillan that 
the red light at the intersection 
of Baldwin and Central be fixed 
so that it could be operated from 
the City Hall as well as from the 
telephone office. 

Mayor Myers requested that 
City I.ngineer Lynde and a rep¬ 
resent.dive of the Sierra Madre 
News accompany him to a meet¬ 
ing to bo held in Arcadia Friday 
night oi this week to discuss the 
matte of opening up Baldwin 
Avenue.

The cost of electricity in the home is governed to a 
great extent by the amount used—just the same as 
any other commodity or service. As more electricity 
is used the cost per unit becomes lower. There are 
three reasons for this. In the first place, the rates are 
on a sliding scale so the average cost is reduced as 
more current is used.
